They are used to cover all kinds of 
‘isms.’ The Communists use them to de- 
fend their government of terror. Peron in 
Argentina says that his neo-Fascist sys- 
tem is the only real democracy. Salazar’s 
Portgual, and Franco’s Spain, claim a 
monopoly of the words to bolster their 
totalitarian regimes. 

It should not be surprising therefore 
te find the Roman prelate flying the col- 
ors of freedom and democracy as false 
fronts to conceal the real policy of the 
Roman church in this confused period. 
Almost too obvious, even to gullible 
Americans, are the honeyed words which 
the Cardinal speaks to make them believe 
he stands 100 per cent with them in de- 
fense of the Constitution of the U.S.A. 
We are reminded of Shakespeare’s verses 
which he puts into the mouth of the 
scheming domi politician of his day (in 
King Richard III, Act 1, Scene 3): 

“And thus I hide my naked villainy, 

Wa oes odd ends stolen forth of Holy 

rit 

And seem a saint when most I play the 

devil.” 

Pope Gregory XVI, in his encyclical 
Mirari Vos (1848), called liberty of con- 
science for all a “madness” (deliramen- 
tum); freedom of speech and freedom of 
opinion he called “the worse plague of 
all, the one to be most feared by the 
State.” His successor, Pope Pius IX, ir- 
revocably tied the policy of the Catholic 
Church to his “Syllabus of Errors” which 
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condemns all the four freedoms as. we 
know them in America today. Pope Leo 
XIII, who came after him, solemnly de- 
clared in his encyclical Libertas: “It is in 
no way lawful to defend, or to grant, un- 
conditional freedom of thought, of 
speech, of writing, or of religion.” The 
present Pope Pius XII endorsed all these 
pronouncements of his predecessors when 
he became Pope, and in his very first en- 
cyclical (Summi Pontificatus) in 1939 re- 
iterated the Catholic Church’s traditional 


condemnation of the Separation of 
Church and State. 

We are afraid that this new strategy is 
just the old Jesuit, Machiavellian policy 
of concealing its real intent under the 
guise of the thing it wants to destroy. By 
sprinkling its faint praise of democratic 
freedoms with a few “old, odd ends sto- 
len forth of Holy Writ,” it hopes to di- 
vert the attention of Americans from its 
real aim of restoring its medieval control 
of all phases of American life.

A citizen writing to Dr. Morrill, head 
of the institution, for an explanation of 
the occurrence, did not receive a reply. A 
similar inquiry directed to the Governor 
of the State merited an answer to the ef- 
fect that the affairs of the University were 
conducted by a board of regents appoint- 
ed by the state legislature, and it was 
contrary to policy for him to interfere. 
Still another taxpayer received from the 
Director of the University Relations a 
letter which read in part “Baccalaureate 
speakers are selected . a University fac- 
ulty committee .. . For your information 
I am attaching a bulletin dealing with 
the work of the religious foundations at 
the University of Minnesota. You will 
note that the Newman Club, which is the 
organization of Catholic. students, is one 
of several denominations which make up 
this group.” The Director also enclosed a 
copy of the program of the June Bacca- 
laureate Service in question, a brief of 
which follows:

The attitudes 
of university authorities become a matter 
of national concern; and the situation is 
alarmingly serious when officials of such 
institutions become involved in such dis- 
regard of the American way of life. The 
action taken by the Roman Catholic 
Church in the two parallel cases cited is 
discriminatory, one-sided and self-con- 
tradictory. Any favoring of one religious 
sect over another in a public institution 
is certainly anti-American and naturally 
calls for a protest.

Were They Put Out?’ They didn’t leave.” 

Anti-Protestant propaganda appearing 
in the Roman Catholic columns can only 
command compassion and pity for the in- 
dividual priests who write under orders, 
for they are not always responsible for 
their actions. But let the strongest con- 
demnation be voiced against the system 
of Rome, the entity responsible for the 
distortion of truth. 

The weapon that the individual writer 
committed to Rome receives from her 
scarlet hands is the casuistic theology 
which presents lies as truth and uses 
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calumny “To The Glory of God.” The 
principle of such theology states: 

“It is only a venial sin to calumniate and 
accuse of false crimes in order to ruin the 
credit of those who speak ill of us. It is 
certainly a probable opinion, says Cara- 
mouel, that there is no mortal sin in cal- 
umniating falsely, for the purpose of pre- 
serving our honor. For it is maintained by 
more than twenty grave doctors, Gaspar, 
Hurtado, Dicastillus, Jesuits, etc., so that if 
this doctrine be not probable, there would 
hardly be any which could be so called in 
all theology.” 

These spurious and gratuitous state- 
ments of Roman Catholic publications in- 
tended to smear the reputation of some 
of the priests who have left the papal 
church and later, after their conversion, 
joined Christ’s Mission and The Convert- 
ed Catholic Magazine, attribute their sev- 
erance with Rome to failure in practicing 
celibacy. These malicious accusations, 
forged in the style of ‘Our Sunday Visi- 
tor’ and some text books prepared for 
parochial schools, contain statements de- 
signed to discredit the testimony of con- 
verted priests in the same way that they 
did | continue doing with reformers 
such as Martin Luther. 

Any fair-minded person familiar with 
the conditions prevailing inside the Ro- 
man walls can easily detect the weakness 
of this blanket indictment intended to 
delude some credulous Catholic readers. 
It is a sad and damning fact that no one 
has to leave the Church of Rome to slide 
in the slippery road of a Beau Brummell. 
If the documents in our possession were 
ever to be published, the Catholic people 
would be able to see how, protected by 
the cloak of his religion, the priest finds 

exclusive avenues and easy access to sin. 
Where could he find a better refuge to 
cover his wild passions, and a greater lib- 
erty to allow the flesh to run rampant, 
than behind the purple curtain? And let 
no one be deceived. Those who circulate 
this specie against converted priests know 
it full well. Would not Pope Pius XII 
repeat what Pope Alexander IV said in 
1258 if he were allowed to make such

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pronouncements? In his letter addressed 
to the Archbishops and the other superior 
clergy in which he dwells upon the scan- 
dals given by those priests who publicly 
entertained their concubines in defiance 
of the Canons, Alexander IV observes the 
reproaches which they drew upon the 
church on the part of their enemies. 
“This disorder was general through the 
whole Church and the Pope’s letter is 
fine, yet such evils require remedies more 
— than exhortations, however _pa- 
thetic they may be,” comments the Ro- 
man Catholic historian.* 

The roof of the Roman moral struc- 
ture is of thin glass; its foundation is 
sand; better for the keepers of the citadel 
not to raise their voices nor to throw 
stones. The echoes will come back against 
them and the stone will invariably fall 
upon their own roof.

| the remedy. I didn’t know that there 
— who loved me with an everlast- 
; love. 
One night, in church, my attention was 
awn to one of the beautiful windows— 
portrayed Christ as the Good Shepherd, 
d the sheep with Him seemed so peace- 
|. My heart ached for that peace but I 
in't know what was wrong. I would 
ike many novenas and send up many 
ayers but—no peace. 
There were several things in the Catho- 
system that puzzled me. On Saturdays 
e nuns baked the communion wafers in 
big flat pan and allowed me to eat what 
is left after they had cut out small, 
und pieces. Then on Sunday, this same 
bstance was changed into the body of 
irist. This indeed was a mystery. Also, 
t eating meat on Fridays and going to 
nfession when I always had the same 
is to confess bothered me a little, but 
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my faith in the great church system was 
still strong. My activities changed when 
I attended high school and for the first 
time in my life mingled with those who 
were not of my “‘faith,’”’ but I still attend- 
ed to my church duties very faithfully. 

I started studying voice with a teacher 
in Chicago. There was another girl from 
my school who also studied with him. 
This girl was the soloist at the Baptist 
church. When she left to go on a singing 
tour, it was suggested that I take her 
place as the soloist in the church. I was 
aghast ...a Catholic girl who was going 
to be a nun sing in a Protestant church! 

I had never been inside a church of any 
other faith than my own. I talked it over 
with my priest, and, to my surprise, he 
said it would be all right because it would 
be a paying position and I could keep up 
my own church too. Thus, I took my first 
step to religious freedom and started 
singing in the Baptist church. 

I shall never forget my first Sunday. I 
came up the steps, and the strains of 
“Dwelling in Beulah Land” greeted me. 
It was a revelation to hear such joyous 
singing. The Sunday School Superinten- 
dent met me and invited me inside. I 
asked him if the church service had be- 
gun and he said, ‘‘No, this is the closing 
session of the Sunday School, won’t you 
join us?” I said, ‘‘Oh, no, I can’t come in 
now. I can only sing for the church serv- 
ice; that is what I am paid for.’”’ So I wait- 
ed outside the door, like a poor lost 
sheep, for the church service to begin. 
The song I sang that day was “The Nine- 
ty-and-Nine,”” and truly I was the lost 
sheep “far off from the gates of gold.” 

For over a year I would attend early 
Mass and receive Holy Communion and 
then sing in the morning and evening 
services in the little white church on the 
other side of town. How the Lord’s hand 
can be seen in it all—that I was allowed 
by the priest to sing—and that I was al- 
lowed by the wonderful group of praying 
Christians in the Baptist church, to stay 
and sing. 

By this time I had heard God’s plan of 
salvation and had also read the Bible, 
which had been a closed book to me be- 
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fore. But I still was not ready to take an 
open stand for God. 

After a revival meeting one summer, 
the visiting evangelist spoke to me and 
seemed to make many things plain to me. 
I had been thinking along the line of the 
right church—which I should choose, and 
he pointed out to me that Salvation was 
something between myself and God—no 
church could help me. 

I went home from the service, and that 
night knelt beside my bed and prayed for 
the first time in my life. Oh, I had “said” 
many prayers but this one came from my 
heart—it was a broken prayer—the only 
prayer a lost sinner can pray. God heard 
and answered it. A great wave of joy 
came over me as I knelt there. In memory 
my mind traveled back to the time in 
church when I had gazed longingly at the 
picture of Christ and the lambs, and had 
yearned for the peace I knew I didn’t pos- 
sess. Now, at last, I had the real peace 
and joy that I had been seeking for so 
long. I was now a Child of God, and He 
not only saved me from all sin, but made 
up for all I had ever lacked in my lonely 
life. I found Him not only necessary, but 
enough—He completely satisfied me and 
became Father, Mother, and Friend—aAll- 
in-All to me. 

Shortly after my conversion, the priest 
called and tried to get me back to the 
“fold” again, and God gave me a wonder- 
ful opportunity to witness to Him of my 
faith and trust in Christ. 

Later again, I had an opportunity to 
witness among my Catholic friends. I was 
stricken very suddenly with appendicitis 
and a ruptured intestine, and peritonitis 
set in. My folks had always been so heal- 
thy that we didn’t ever have a family doc- 
tor, so several physicians were called but 
could not be reached. The only doctor 
available on that Sunday afternoon was a 
young man who had just recently grad- 
uated from medical school. He was sum- 
moned even though not much faith was 
placed in him—but the Lord’s hand could 
be seen in this because with God’s people, 
things never “just happen.’ Everything 
in our lives and circumstances is con- 
trolled by His love and power, and we 
know that “all things work together for 

good to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to His purpose.”’ 

After the doctor had made his examin- 
ation, I was taken to the hospital—it was 
a Catholic hospital and as I raised my 
eyes to the cross above the entrance I re- 
alized they had brought me to a Catholic 
hospital to die. I thought of the saying, 
“once a Catholic always a Catholic, and 
on your deathbed you will always repent.”’ 

Just before I was taken into the oper- 
ating room, the priest came in with Ex- 
treme Unction and intended to administer 
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it to me and also hear my confession. My 
mother had informed him that I had at 
one time been a Catholic and he was ready 
to bring me back to the “fold.” I was able 
to witness to the priest and the nuns in 
the room, telling them of my faith in 
God, and in Jesus Christ as my only me- 
diator. I said, “I don’t have to confess my 
sins to any earthly priest. If my God wants 
to take me home now, I know I will be 
with Him in Heaven as. soon as I leave 
this earth—but, if His purpose and train- 
ing for my life is not yet complete, I will 
live even though the doctors have given 
up hope for me.” 

The young doctor asked permission to 
perform a new method of operation on 
me, because he thought I didn’t have a 
chance to live anyway, and it would bea 
good experiment. The permission was giv- 
en and I became guinea-pig number one; 
but I fooled them all and came through 
the operation. I was very ill after that, 
and on Wednesday night they thought I 
wouldn’t pull through, but about nine 
o’clock I rallied and made steady progress 
after that. I was able to explain this to 
the wondering doctor and nuns: the 
whole church prayer-meeting time on that 
Wednesday night was spent in prayer for 
me, praying that God would spare my life, 
if it were His will. My Christian friends 
proved God’s promises, “The effectual, 
fervent prayer of a righteous man avail- 
eth much” and, “‘The prayer of faith shall 
save the sick.” 

It was with a deep sense of humbleness 
and thanksgiving that I came back to my 
activities again, for I realized that I was 
yet needed in the Lord’s work. I knew He 
would have taken me home if my work 
had been ended. 

In looking back over the years of fel- 
lowship with my Lord I can see His lead- 
ing in every step of the way. There were 
times when I was out of His sweet fellow- 
ship because of disobedience to His com- 
mands, but He always brought me back 
again. Trials, too, came my way, for this 
was my training place, and my Lord al- 
lowed these to come that His child would 
be drawn closer to Him. Through these 
tests and in completely surrendering my 
heart and life and talents to Him, I found 
the unspeakable joy, peace and satisfac- 
tion which come only from a life wholly 
yielded to God. 

Now I am living a happy, victorious 
life, rejoicing not only in the knowledge 
of sins forgiven, and the daily leading of 
the Holy Spirit in my life, but in the 
blessed hope of the near return of Christ, 
when I will be taken up to be with my 
precious Lord and Heavenly Father for- 
ever.

RULY CATHOLIC? 


articles examining the claims 
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Rowan CATHOLIC apolo- 
gists make much of the mark of 
Catholicity. They boast that the 
Roman Church is the only church 
that is entitled to use this charac- 
teristic. In fact they go so far 
as to state that any church that 
is not Catholic is not the true 
Church of Christ. 


For clarification and authenti- 
city, we shall cite some remarks 
made by Roman Catholic writers 
and theologians on this question 
of Catholicity. 


“The Catholicity of the Church 
(KATA—through, OLOS,—whole), 
when the word is taken in its widest 
sense, means her existence in all places 
and all ages, and her preaching of 
Christ’s doctrines in their entirety ... 
As a mark of the Church (Roman), 
Catholicity denotes her conspicuous 
diffusion everywhere.”*

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Roman vs. Catholic 

The claim that ‘from the first years 
of her existence down to our day all 
Christians . . . united . . . to Rome 
have been and are still called Catho- 
lics” is unfounded. Roman Catholic 
theologians commit the fatal error of 
using the term Catholic without its 
qualifying adjective Roman. This pro- 
cedure goes counter to the decision of 
the Council of Trent which decreed 
that the official title of the Church of 
Rome is Roman Catholic and never 
Catholic alone: a rule that is valid for 
its subjects also. 


It is a perversion of truth to say 
that the first Christians were called 
Roman Catholic. On the contrary the 
Scripture informs us that the follow- 
ers or disciples of Christ were first 
called Christians at Antioch but never 
Roman Catholic. “And the disciples 
were called Christians first at Anti- 
och” (Acts 11:26). This is true of 
the followers and disciples of Christ 
not only at Antioch but also in Rome 
itself. Rev. W. Wilmer, S. J., admits 
that it was St. Pacien who first said: 
“Christian is my name, Catholic my 
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surname.’”* But note well that St. Pa- 
cien, who lived in the 4th century, 
used in this famous phrase the terms 
Christian and Catholic, and not Ro- 
man Catholic as the common denom- 
inator of the followers of Christ. 
Thus, the inference that we are forced 
to make is that the followers of Christ 
from the time of Christ up to and in- 
cluding the 4th century were known 
by the appellation “Christian” or 
“Catholic’’ but never Roman Catholic, 
and that this was truly so not only at 
Antioch, but also at Alexandria, Sa- 
moria, Corinth, and at Rome itself. 
From the 5th Century to the Council 
of Trent of the 16th Century, the term 
Roman Catholic was the unofficial ti- 
tle of those in union with the Roman 
Church and it was only from the time 
of the Council of Trent that the char- 
acteristic Roman Catholic has been the 
official title of the Roman Church and 
those belonging to her particular Lat- 
in Rite. 

There are today under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Pope people who belong 
to the Reuthenian, Greek, Hungarian, 
Slavonic, Ukrainian Rites, who canon- 
ically are called Greek Catholic or 
Greek Catholic Uniates. The latter 
group would bitterly resent it if they 
were ever tabbed by the title of Ro- 
man Catholic. Even today they strong- 
ly insist on being called Greek Catho- 
lics and not Roman Catholics. Such 
insistence is based, according to its 
champions, on the belief that their 
faith, rite, Church and culture are 
more ancient and apostolic and Cath- 
olic than those of the Roman Catholic 
Church. It is therefore sinful for Ro- 
man Catholic propagandists to aver

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that all Christians from the first years 
of Christianity were and are still call- 
ed Roman Catholic. The plain histoti- 
cal fact is that it was the Council of 
Trent held 1600 years after the death 
of Christ and His Apostles which fixed 
the title Roman Catholic as the official 
title of the Roman Catholic Church 
and the followers of the Latin Rite, 
but not of the followers of the Greek 
Catholic, Byzantine Rite, Coptic, Mel- 
kite, or Mozatabic rites. 

Dividing into three sections the fol- 
lowing Roman Catholic claim: “The 
Catholicity of Church . . . means her 
existence (1) in all places and (2) in 
all ages, and (3) her preaching of 
Christ’s doctrines in their entirety,” 
we come to the conclusion that she is 
not Catholic. 


1) “IN ALL Praces.” It is absurd 
to hold such an assumption. For it 
contradicts the facts of history. As we 
have already seen, Rufinius limits the 
Roman Patriarchate to the ten prov- 
inces of Central and Southern Italy, 
and to the Islands of Sicily, Sardinia, 
and Corsica. It did not include Milan, 
France, England, or Spain. As a mat- 
ter of fact the Roman Patriarchate did 
not extend to Alexandria, Antioch, 
Constantinople, and Jerusalem. Each 
one of the latter were Patriarchates 
separate and distinct from the Roman 
Patriarchate; and the primate of each 
of the latter patriarchates enjoyed 
equally the same rights and authority 


”» 
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the primate of Rome in his own 
tiarchate. The eighth Canon of the 
uncil of Ephesus expressly forbade 
Bishop of Rome, the Pope, to en- 
ge the limits of his Roman Patri- 
hate: ““No bishop shall interfere in 
et provinces which have not been 
m the very first under himself and 
| predecessors . . . But if any one 
ve taken a province, or caused it to 
subject to him through compulsion, 
must restore it.’ 
When the Bishop of Rome is crown- 
Pope, he is ordered by the Liber 
urnus, as it can be seen in Roman 
non Law, to take the following 
th which is simply the eighth Canon 
the Council of Constance: “The 
tht Holy Councils—that is, Nice, 
st, Constantinople, second, Ephesus, 
itd, Chalcedon, fourth, Constanti- 
ple, fifth and sixth, Nice, seventh, 
d Constantinople, eighth—I profess 
th mouth and heart, to be kept un- 
utilated in a single title, to account 
em worthy of equal honor and ven- 
ation, to follow in every respect 
hat they promulgated or decreed, 
id to condemn whatsoever they con- 
mned.”’* Thus, the Pope of Rome

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never had the freedom to usurp the 
Patriarchal rights of Alexandria, 
Antioch, Constantinople, Jerusalem, 
France, England, etc. When the Popes 
did this, they perjured themselves by 
seizing territories over which they had 
no jurisdiction and authority in the 
early days of Christianity, and adding 
them to the Roman Patriarchate. 


However, it is correct to say that 
Roman Catholicity in the early days 
of Christianity was restricted to the 
Roman Patriarchate, and thus the 
believers in this Roman Patriarchate 
were rightly called Roman Catholics. 
But it is incorrect to assert, as the 
Roman Catholic propagandists do, 
that Roman Catholicity extended to 
“all places,” all Christendom that is, 
to Alexandria, Antioch, Constantino- 
ple, Jerusalem, France, England, etc. 
For the followers and disciples of 
Christ in these different cities and 
countries called themselves in the past 
and still call themselves today not 
Roman Catholics, but Alexandrian 
Catholics, Antiochan Catholics, Con- 
stantinoplian Catholics, Jewish Catho- 
lics, etc. Furthermore, these Greek, 
Syrian, and Aremenian Churches have 
their existence from Apostolic times, 
and have always considered them- 
selves down to this day as being sepa- 
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rate entities from the Roman Church. 
Consequently, the first part of this 
third Roman Catholic claim proves to 
be spurious and unwarranted by his- 
tory. 

2) “IN ALL Aces.” This is a rath- 
er sweeping statement to make. When 
Roman Catholic apologists advance 
with such assertions, they certainly 
play upon the ignorance of the Ro- 
man Catholic laics as regards Scripture 
and history. For Roman Catholic la- 
ics, without any investigation on their 
part, blindly accept such a false affir- 
mation, hook, line, and sinker. We do 
not think that Roman Catholics are 
so ridiculous as to believe that the 
Roman Catholic Church existed at the 
beginning of time, i. e. at the time of 
creation or in the days of Adam and 
Eve, or in the ages of Noah and Mo- 
ses, or even during the lifetime of 
Christ. How could Christ have found- 
ed the Roman Catholic Church when 
he was never at Rome? We do not 
think that Roman Catholics are so 
foolish as to hold that in the first 
years of Christianity there were Ro- 
man Catholic Churches in China, Ja- 
pan, India, and Africa. We do not 
think that Roman Catholics are so 
naive as to believe that there were 
already established Roman Catholic 
Churches here in America before the 
latter was discovered. As a matter of 
scriptural and historical fact, there 
was no basis for claiming the existence 
of a Roman Catholic Church until 
Paul came to Rome purposely to lay 
the foundation of the Christian Church 
in that particular region of the world. 
Even Roman Catholic authorities ad- 
mit that this event took place about 
sixty years after the death of Christ. 

It is clear, too, that before the Chris- 
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tian Church was founded in Rome, 
there were Christian Churches fune- 
tioning in Alexandria, Antioch, Ephe- 
sus, Jerusalem and many other cities, 
What does all this mean? It means 
that the second part of the third Ro- 
man Catholic claim, i.e. the Roman 
Church existed “‘in all ages’’ proves to 
be absolutely untenable. For there was 
a time that it did not exist in Rome 
itself; in fact, it came into existence 
about sixty years after the death of 
Christ and after Christian Churches 
were already established in Alexan- 
dria, Antioch, Ephesus, Jerusalem, and 
elsewhere. 


3) “PREACHING OF Curist’s Doc- 
TRINES IN THEIR ENTIRETY.” This af- 
firmation is flatly disowned by Roman 
Catholic theologians and_ historians 
who readily admit that the Roman 
Catholic Church has changed, and thus 
has departed from the original teach- 
ings of Christ, especially as regards 
a) transubstantiation; b) Private 
Mass; c) Communion in one kind; 
d) the use and worship of images; e) 
Celibacy of the priests; f) Prayers in 
an unknown tongue; and g) Apocty- 
pha. 


a) As to TRANSUBSTANTIATION, 
Bellarmine mentions that Scotus, who 
was, in 1301, the Roman Catholic pro- 
fessor of theology at the University 
of Oxford, held that before the Lat- 
eran Council the doctrine of transub- 
stantiation was not a de fide teaching 
(a teaching that must be believed even 
blindly on faith), and that there is no 
explicit place in Scripture proving 
such a doctrine.’”® 

In reference to this same topic, Su-

ther (with the people) hath ceased, 
the negligence of priests and pas- 
ts, the Holy Ghost hath taught us 
remedy against their slothfulness in 
lebrating of private mass.’”* 
c) To show that communion in one 
nd is departure from the practice 
Christ, we cite the Council of 
stance which made the change: 
Though Christ instituted the vener- 
le sacrament under both kind, and 
ough, in the primitive Church, the 
crament was received by the faith- 
l in both kinds, yet this custom, that 
should be received by laymen under 
e kind of bread only, is to be held 
t a law which may be refused.” 
St. Thomas Aquinas says: “Accord- 
g to the ancient custom, all those 
ho once were partakers of the com-

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munion of his body, were partakers 
also of the communion of his blood.”* 

d) As to the use and WorsHIP OF 
IMAGES, Minucius Felix (A.D. 220) 
observes: ““Crasses moreover, we neith- 
er worship nor wish for.”?° 

Origen (A.D. 230): “What sensi- 
ble man can refrain from smiling 
when he sees that one who has learned 
from philosophy such profound and 
noble sentiments about God. . . turns 
straightaway to images, and offers to 
them his prayers, or imagines that by 
gazing on these natural things he can 
ascend from the visible symbol to that 
which is spiritual and unnatural?” 

Lactantius (A.D. 300): “It is indis- 
putable that wherever there is an im- 
age, there is no religion.”* 

Council of Elvera (A.D. 306): “It 
has been decreed that there ought not 
to be pictures in Churches, lest what 
is worshipped and adored be painted 
on the walls.”* 

St. Jerome narrates that St. Epipha- 
nius destroyed a painting of Christ 
found on a curtain in a Church at An- 
ablatha as being “contrary to the au- 
thority of Scriptures and contrary to 
our religion.’’*

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e) As to the subject of CELIBACY, 
Oeneas Sylvius, who later became 
Pope Pius II, remarked: ‘‘Marriage, 
which was taken away from the priests 
with great reason, for greater reason 
ought to be restored.’”*° 

f) In reference to PRAYERS IN AN 
UNKNOWN LANGUAGE, Nicholas de 
Lyra of the 14th century, says: “If 
thou bless in the Spirit, and the people 
understand thee not, what profit hath 
the simple people thereby, not under- 
standing thee? Therefore, in the prim- 
itive church, the blessings, and all the 
common devotions, were performed in 
the vulgar tongue.’’*® 

g) As regards THE APOCRYPHA, 
Hugh de St. Victor declares: “All the 
canonical Books of the Old Testament 
are twenty-two. There are other Books 
also; as the Book of Solomon, the 
Book of Jesus; the Books of Judith, 
Tobias, and the Maccabees, which are 
read, but not written in the canon.’’* 

Nicholas Di Lyra states: “‘after that, 
with the help of God, I have handled 
the Canonical Books of Scripture, be- 
ginning from Genesis, and proceeding 
to the end of the Apocrypha, being 
confident of the same aid and assist- 
ance, I propose to write of those books 
which are not in the Canon, as, name- 
ly, the Book of Wisdom, Ecclesiasti- 
cus, Judith, Tobias, and the Book of 
the Maccabees.””** 

From the foregoing, we are forced 
to conclude that the third part of this 
claim does not square with their own 
authorities, or with Scriptural and his- 
torical fact.

Let us close this discussion by de- 
claring that Catholicity invoked by the 
Roman Church as being possessed 
only by her does not help her in any 
way because in strict theology and log- 
ic the characteristic of Catholicity may 
equally and validly be applied to Prot- 
estant Evangelical Christianity. 

Evangelical Christians agree that 
the word ‘“Catholic’” means “univer- 
sal.” The true “Catholics” are those 
who in every place in the world and 
in every century have believed in the 
same doctrines taught by Christ and 
His apostles. Since the Gospel of sal- 
vation is for the whole human race, 
Evangelical Christians give heed to 
Christ’s command which was univer- 
sal: “Go into all the world and preach 
the Gospel to every creature;” ‘Make 
disciples of all nations.” For in obedi- 
ence to Christ’s command, Evangelical 
Christians have published and are still 
publishing the glad news of redemp- 
tion and are establishing churches in 
all the world except in those places 
where the Roman Church has stopped 
it by either physical or legal force. 

In brief, the term ‘Catholic’ only 
and rightly belongs to that body of 
Christians which adheres steadfastly 
to the infallible and inspired Word of 
God and which has diligently con- 
served the Apostolic Faith. St. Chrys- 
ostom avers: “that may not be con- 
sidered Catholic which appears to be 
contrary to the statements of Scrip- 
ture.”’*® 

St. Augustine instructs: “Faith in 
Scripture is the most Catholic mark 
of all.”

“As a result of the activity of this 
troup, the original showing of the film, 
scheduled to begin on Tuesday, was de- 
iyed, first, until Sunday, August 24, and 
n Wednesday was cancelled altogether. 
‘he meeting, under the chairmanship of 
ouncilman James H. Segriff, was open 
0 general discussion among all those 
resent representing the four parishes. 

“The sacrilegious and blasphemous na- 
ure of the motion picture has been uni- 
ersally condemned by leading church- 
nen throughout the Nation. 

“Before the theater owners announced 
he cancellation, plans were already start- 
‘d to boycott the theaters not only during 
he showing of ‘The Miracle” but perma- 
nently. Priests in other communities 
where the owners operated theaters were 
‘0 be told of the action. Postcards were to 
be distributed at all Masses on Sunday to 
be sent as individual protests.” 
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Previously the U. S. Supreme Court 
rendered void the ban issued by the 
censors of the State of New York on 
the same Italian film “The Miracle.” 
Although it regarded the film “utterly 
blasphemous and offensive to all Chris- 
tians,”” the Roman Catholic paper was 
forced to admit that it was “hard to 
dispute” the decision of the Supreme 
Court, reports the New York Times of 
June 4, 1952. This is not only a rever- 
sal of the Roman Catholic stand on 
this question but also an understate- 
ment. For the “Miracle” film was ut- 
terly blasphemous and offensive only 
to the American Roman Catholics and 
hierarchy and not to the Italian Roman 
Catholics and hierarchy. As a matter of 
fact, the latter group gave permission 
for the picture to be shown throughout 
the whole of Italy. 


Similarly, the Commonweal, a Cath- 
olic weekly, tried to back up the ‘‘Mir- 
acle” ruling with these words: “What 
was really at stake in “The Miracle” 
controversy was the uniquely lay char- 
acter of the American State. The civil 
power was in danger of playing the 
role of theologian by attempting to de- 
termine a properly religious concept.” 
By controverting this argument we find 
that the Commonweal is engaged in 
deliberate subterfuge. What was real- 
ly at stake in the “Miracle” controver- 
sy was the teaching of the Roman Cath- 
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olic Church which holds that she, even 
here in America, is the only authorized 
moral theologian to decide on mixed 
and unmixed questions of religion, 
and not the State, a purely political or- 
ganization, and not even the Protestant 
Church! and that she, in conformity 
with this assumption, has the right, as 
a minority religion, not only to force 
the State and the Protestant Churches 
to accept her own definition of sacri- 
legious but also to suppress completely 
every manifestation of sacrilege as de- 
fined by her whenever found either in 
the press, or through the radio or on 
the screen; even if it entails the abol- 
ition of the freedom of the press, ra- 
dio, screen, religion, etc. It is precisely 
this that the Supreme Court has re- 
fused to acknowledge. In a word, the 
Supreme Court, in rejecting the posi- 
tion of the Roman Church, has further 
strengthened our democratic freedoms 
which were seriously imperiled. How- 
ever, we suspect that the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, rebuffed in this instance, 








will silently put her whole machinery 
into action in order to compel the U. S. 
Supreme Court to change its ruling.

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A Religion of Bones, 
Cadavers and Relics 


(Written in ROME) 
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Ow: ARE TOLD that in the 
Vatican Basilica the major 
relics of the Passion of our Lord, the 
cross, the linen and the Santo Sudario 
(burial shroud) may be seen. We 
have already seen these articles. They 
are well preserved, considering their 
supposed age. We have also seen Ver- 
onica’s handkerchief with which she 
wiped the Lord’s face on the way to 
Calvary, and onto which a photograph 
of His face was reproduced. We saw 
the “true original” footprints of Christ 
in St. Sebastian’s church—all others 
are copies, we were assured. We has- 
tily calculated it is size 12! We have 
seen the chains which bound Peter, 
presumably in Jerusalem, though the 
angel told him to take only his san- 
dals and leave the chains. Perhaps 
they were in Rome, though few Ro- 
man prisoners were allowed to take 
their chains with them. 


A visit to the Catacombs of St. Cal- 
ixtus is impressive. The guide recites 
his description and is disturbed by 
questions which he seems to consider 
heckling. It is dark, damp and dismal. 
Six or eight tiers of graves were dug 
during the years they have been in 
use. On these shelves the dead were 
placed and sealed up. These niches 
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are now vacant, having been robbed 
of their skeletons. We asked the guide, 
“Where are the bones?” He tells us 
they have been sent to the churches 
throughout the world, as sacred relics 
of martyrs, to be used as aids to de- 
votion under altars. In certain little 
chapels in the catacombs we see hid- 
eous mummy-like cadavers. One's hair 
rises in horror at the spectacle. 

In the Church of the Capuchins on 
the fashionable Avenue Veneto, just 
off Piazza Barberina, in the basement, 
we see one of the most repellant ob- 
jects of veneration which can be con- 
ceived. The whole basement is divided 
into six little chapels. Each is deco- 
rated with human bones in the most 
fantastic manner. Surely the monk 
who designed this was a mad saddist! 
We read in the descriptive leaflet: 
“This cemetery is 40 meters long, and 
contains the bones of some 4,000 re- 
ligious who died here from 1528-1870. 
Pope Urban VIII had the soil of the 
cemetery conveyed from Jerusalem. 
Pope Pius granted a plenary indulg- 
ence to the faithful who visit it on 
the first Sunday in October.” This is 
the only free spectacle we witnessed 
in Rome. After viewing it we fled in 
horror and repugnance. We decided 
we had paid a high price for this 
macabre scene! 

We saw the basement of the San 
Franciscan Church in Palermo, Sicily, 
where hundreds of skeletons are drap- 
ed about the walls on hooks. Many are 
mummies, and their hideous grimaces 
seemed to be mocking us. The view is 
nauseating, but a part of the religious 
setup of this order. 

In Milano we were taken to the 
Sanctuario de San Bernadino Alle Os- 
sa where another such view met our

eyes. Crosses were made of the skulls 
of men. Frescoes and decorations coy- 
er the walls. Here come poor, deluded 
people to plead with the souls who 
once used these bones for their medi- 
ation with Christ for heavenly aid! 

We understand that in Czechoslo- 
vakia a much greater one is found. 
We have pictures of it, but have not 
seen it. In Lima, Peru, in the Cathe- 
dral, we have seen Pizarro’s mummy 
in a glass case as a part of the re- 
ligious attractions of that church. Life 
Magazine recently featured an arm of 
St. Philip Neri, half-decomposed, in 
a silver case which was taken to Japan 
to help convert heathen to Christ! 

How different from the New Testa- 
ment religion is all this display of 
relics and bones. Jesus left no pic- 
ture of Himself. His garments were 
taken by soldiers. Constantine’s moth- 
er would have had unbelievable dif_- 
culty in finding the true cross after 
almost three hundred years! 

No mention of relics is found in 
the Book of Acts or any of Paul's 
epistles. He says he has no confidence 
in material objects for salvation. In 
Galatians 4:3, he says: “Even so we, 
when we were children, were in bond- 
age under the elements of the world.” 
He uses a very fitting word expressing 
his conception of this religion of the 
cemetery, “Howbeit then, when ye 
knew not God, ye did service unto 
them which by nature are no gods.” 
Galatians 4:8..His glory was in the 
sacrifice of Jesus Christ, and Him ctu- 
cified. When the church had aposta- 
tized in the second and third centuries, 
and the Gospel was almost unrecog: 
nized, this hideous veneration of relics 
gradually appeared.

N RESPONSE to the article on 

“Released Time” in a recent issue 

of your magazine, we would like 
to present this program from another view- 
point. Our experience has been with the 
“Evangelical Released Time Education” pro- 
gram in Los Angeles, but we know of a 
number of other similar programs. 


People ask us, “Why have ‘released time’? 
Why not leave the training of children to 
the Sunday School?’ First, “released time” 
is a missionary arm of the Sunday school 
and church and is largely supported by ev- 
angelical churches, Sunday schools and their 
members. 

One-third of our students upon enrolling 
are receiving no other religious training. 
This testifies to the fact that many parents 
feel a responsibiliy to give their children 
religious instruction but are not willing to 
take them to Sunday school. 

While the program in Los Angeles City 
is relatively new, we have over 3,000 in 
our classes each week, and for several years 
we have averaged close to 1,000 conversions 
per year. Of these about % have been at- 
tached to a Sunday school, thus fulfilling 
our primary purpose of saving and adding 
to the church. 

Secondly, if the school takes eight hours 
out of a child’s day plus perhaps home 
work, a parent should be entitled to some 
preference in what the child studies. The 
recent Supreme Court decision favorable to 
“released time” did not grant any special 
privileges to the Roman Catholic “released 
time” program but only declared an Amer- 
ican freedom which atheistic and communis- 
tic groups were trying to wrest from all of 
us. It set forth the fact that the curriculum 
of the school child cannot be dictated by 
the State without regard to the wishes of 
parents. It also upheld the great principle 
we most heartily approve and which you

campaign for—that of separation of church 
and state. We agree that classes in religion 
should not be conducted with state funds, 
governmental assistance or political priv- 
ilege. 

We greatly admire your firm stand against 
the creeping campaign of Roman Catholic 
control in our country, but we feel also a 
great responsibility to our Christ and the 
children of our city and nation. 

True, the Roman Catholics have larger 
groups than ours. but they also have larger 
and more ornate churches in most cities 
than any Protestant denomination. Some day 
we must stand before our Creator and ex- 
plain what we did with our opportunity to 
carry the saving Gospel of Good News to 
the children of our cities. The fact that 
heretical groups would have to be permitted 
the same opportunity will be a weak ex- 
cuse if we make no effort. 


Our program still needs much improve- 
ment but under the blessing of God we 
have adequately proven many evangelical 
Protestant denominations can cooperate with 
a controlled teacher curriculum to the sal- 
vation of precious eternal souls. This is 
the real reason for “released time.” 


I believe if your readers will think this 
matter through carefully they will be with 
you 100% in opposing any special privi- 
leges to the Roman Catholic church, and 
in fairness will demand complete separation 
of state and all churches; but they will be 
careful about denying to themselves the 
American liberties which are our heritage, 
purely because Catholics are making more 
effective use of that privilege than Protes- 
tants.

The Redemptorist Fathers, founded 
St. Alphonsus Liguori,, 173 East 
urd Street, in New York City, es- 
lished in 1856 a “Purgatorian So- 
ty” that is still making good profits. 
embership is fifty cents a year. It 
ints a manual for members of the 
irgatorian Society that it also sells 
t fifty cents. In the front of this 
anual are a number of detachable 
ges for advertising the Purgatorian 
xiety. The following is an excerpt 
om one of these advertisements: 
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“Many worry about what provision for 
masses will be made for them after death. 
Will any masses be said for them? Why 
not you yourself answer this question 
and settle this important matter during 
your lifetime by becoming a member of 
the Purgatorian Society? 

“Living as well as deceased persons 
may become members at any time during 
the year. The year begins with the day 
of enrollment. Absent persons may be 
enrolled by mail. The annual contribu- 
tion is fifty cents. During the year con- 
tributions may be sent as often as a per- 
son wishes to do so.” 

Fear is the motive behind Catholic 
belief in general and behind the doc- 
trine of Purgatory in particular. The 
following quotation from page30of the 
Manual of the 
Purgatorian 
Society, estab- 
lished in 1930 
with the im- 
primatur of 
Cardinal 
Hayes, illus- 
trates the truth 
of this state- 


ment. 











“According to the holy Fathers of the 
Church, the fire of Purgatory does not 
differ from the fire of hell, excepting in 
point of duration. ‘It is the same fire’ 
says St. Thomas Aquinas, ‘that torments 
the reprobate in hell, and the just in 
Purgatory. The least pain in Purgatory,’ 
he adds, ‘surpasses the greatest sufferings 
of this life.’ Nothing but eternal duration 
makes the fire of hell more terrible than 
that of Purgatory.” 


Why masses afford the suffering 
souls the greatest relief from their tor- 
ments and why masses should be said 
as frequently as possible is shown in 
the following quotation from pages 
50-51 of the Manual: 


“The Sacrifice of the Mass is the great- 
est devotion of the Catholic Church, and 
of all the means to assist the souls in 


Purgatory, none is more valuable or mer- 
itorious . . . From this inestimable effi. 
cacy, however, we may not infer that 
the offering of one Mass is sufficient to 
release the souls we love; for though the 
Sacrifice on Calvary was infinite, we can- 
not conclude that the application of it, 
through the Mass, must also be infinite, 
St. Thomas Aquinas tells us, it was not 
the intention of Jesus Christ to bestow 
the full efficacy of His sufferings and 
death, which is celebrated in every Mass, 
upon us... It is very salutary, there- 
fore, to have the Holy Sacrifice offered 
frequently for the repose of a soul.” 
The above is in flagrant and blas- 
phemous contradiction of New Tes- 
tament teaching. The Sacrifice of 
Christ, once made, was complete, per- 
fect, universal, and in the words of 
St. Paul, saves us “to the uttermost.”

[he Bible teaches us of Heaven— 
abode of Christ in glorious majes- 
There is perfect holiness in Heav- 
Nothing enters there that defileth 
maketh a lie.

Let us notice, now, the logic that 
ems to necessitate an intermediate 
ace of refining, of purifying, for 
e soul: a heaven of perfect holiness 
id purity; the Scriptural teaching that

no defiled person can enter, or will 
ever enter here; and our Christian be- 
loved dying in partial defilement. Is 
it not logical that there must be some 
place of further purifying to fit them 
for that place? Thinking superficially, 
we would say, Yes. However, this is 
a deeply spiritual matter, and spiritual 
truth is spiritually, not merely intellec- 
tually discerned. Let us very carefully 
and prayerfully examine God’s Word 
again and again with this problem in 
mind. What is the conclusion? 

We believe our Christian dead are 
not in this place of purification. One 
of the most profound Bible students 
of the day expresses the conviction of 
thousands of devoted Bible students 
of the past and present in stating: 
“There is not a syllable in the Bible 
that lends it the least support.” The 
Bible teaches that there are two abodes 
for the dead; a Heaven for the saved, 
and a Hell for the damned. The Stan- 
dards of our Church state that, “Be- 
sides these two places for souls sepa- 
rated from their bodies, the Scripture 
acknowledgeth none.” The declaration 
of doctrine was arrived at formally by 
a body of men of unquestioned piety 
and spiritual discernment after. inten- 
sive, prolonged, and prayerful study 
of the Bible. 

The question arises then: “If our 
Christian dead were not perfect in 
holiness when they died, how are they 
made fit for Heaven, a place of per- 
fect holiness?” That is a good ques- 
tion. The Scriptures teach that they 
do not become perfect in holiness 
through continued trial and error in 
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law observance, and chastening for 
failure. Perfect righteousness cannot 
be had through any such process, but 
through faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
“We are justified by faith.” We be- 
lieve that our Christian dead become 
fit for Heaven not by a slow climb to 
the heights of perfect holiness but are 
transported there at death, perfect in 
holiness, because of the purifying work 
of the Crucified Christ who gave him- 
self for their sins. In the words of our 
Church Standards we believe that, 
“The souls of believers are at their 
death made perfect in holiness.” If it 
be stated that holiness is not reached 
at a single moment, let it be noted 
that recovery from disease is ordinari- 
ly a process but that when Christ said, 
“IT will, be thou clean,” all was well 
in an instant. 

It is evident now, both that there is 
another answer to the question, Where 
are our Christian dead now? And, al- 
so what the answer is. A study of it 
will refute other beliefs held by some 
relative to the existence, purpose, and 
nature of an intermediate state for the 
Christian dead. 


With Christ In Heaven 

We believe our Christian dead are 
conscious, are perfect in holiness, and 
are with Christ in Heaven. We be- 
lieve this represents the teaching of 
Jesus. He it was who told the story of 
Lazarus the beggar and the rich man, 
commonly known as Dives. You recall 
the story, of course (Luke 16:19-31). 
The rich man had plenty but neg- 
lected God. The poor beggar had 
nothing in the way of material pos- 
sessions but he had laid up treasures 
in Heaven. Both died. The rich man 
was buried, so Jesus said. The beggar’s 
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body was cast aside, probably, as so 
much refuse. We pause inquiringly be- 
side their bodies and say, Where now? 
Jesus speaks and answers the ques- 
tion. The rich man is in torment. Laz- 
arus was carried by the angels and is 
in Abraham’s bosom, Paradise. The 
characters are awake, are conscious. 
There is no sleeping noted. A conver- 
sation is engaged in. Abraham speaks 
of those in both places. He speaks of 
only two places, and he speaks of 
those dwelling there as active and con- 
scious. And these events are spoken of 
as taking place during earthly time; 
i.e. before the end of the world. More- 
over, Jesus told the story, and surely 
he knew of what he was speaking. 
Surely he would not deceive. When 
Lazarus died he was carried by the 
angels to Paradise. 

We take another case, (Luke 23: 
39-43) . Jesus was on the cross. Earth’s 
most awful day was in course. On eith- 
er side of him was a thief, also on a 
cross. At first these thieves reviled 
him. And then one saw the Light. He 
realized that the victim next to him 
was no mere man; that he was a King 
and that he would come into a King- 
dom. Then he prayed: “Lord, remem- 
ber me when thou comest into thy 
Kingdom.” And Jesus, the Eternal Son 
of God, just about to leave his earthly 
tabernacle said, “Today shalt thou be 
with me in Paradise,” in Glory. Jesus 
was going unto the Father, and with 
him there would be this poor victim, 
saved by faith. 

Not only did Jesus teach that out 
Christian dead are at once with him 
in that very real place in which the 
Father's will is done perfectly, but the 
Apostle Paul likewise taught it. In 
writing to the Corinthians he made 
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ention of the home of the soul. He 
ade clear that while the soul is 
velling in the body,-at home in the 
dy, it is absent from the glorified 
esence of the Lord. But at death the 
ul, absent from the body of corrup- 
on, is at home with the Lord (2 Cor. 
6-8). Again in the Epistle to the 
uillippians he gives the same teach- 
g (Phil. 1:20-25). He is an old man 
id in prison. He writes that he is in 
strait between two desires: one, to 
ve and be of added service to his 
ved ones: and the other, to depart 
nd be with Christ, which, he says, 
far better. It is very plain that Paul 
xpected at death to go at once into 
1e presence of his Lord and Savior. 
Indeed, the conviction that our 
hristian dead go at once into the 
resence of Christ, whom we are told 
ne heavens received until the time of 
he restitution of all things, deepens 
$ we continue our study of the writ- 
ngs of the apostles. Luke gives an 
ccount of the death of Stephen, the 
rst Christian martyr (Acts 7:54-60). 
\t the conclusion of his masterful de- 
ense at his trial his persecutors cried 
ut in rage and gnashed upon him 
vith their teeth. Being filled with the 
foly Spirit he looked steadfastly into 
deaven and saw the Glory of God 
ind Jesus standing on the right hand 
of God,—standing there, waiting for 
im. No wonder he went to a glorious 
leath, praying for his enemies and cry- 
ng out to his Lord, standing in Glory, 
‘Lord Jesus, receive my spirit.” He 
lied, knowing that he would be with 
the Lord. Faith for him was knowl- 
edge. “Precious in the sight of the 
Lord,” we are told, “is the death of 
his saints.” 

Thinking of the dying expectancy 
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of this mighty saint we think of simi- 
lar dying expectancy of saints in sub- 
sequent ages, our own included. The 
sainted F. B. Meyer when about to 
die firmly voiced his joyous faith in 
the fact that he was soon to reach the 
Palace. Others, men and women of 
great consecration, have died in a sim- 
ilar, joyous faith. With faces aglow 
and eyes dazzling with a light never 
seen on land or sea they have breathed 
their last triumphant expectation of 
being soon with their Lord in the 
highest Heaven. Is the Great Revealer 
of spiritual affairs, God’s Holy Spirit, 
permitting them to die in delusion? 
A thousand times NO. 


We turn at last to the Revelation 
of John the beloved disciple given to 
him by the Spirit of God. There on 
the isle of Patmos he saw visions of 
“things which must be hereafter,” but 
much of it during earthly time as is 
clearly revealed. He saw in Heaven 
great hosts that no one could number. 
They were clad in white robes, for the 
blood of the Lamb, of Christ, had 
taken away all defilement. In perfect 
felicity this mighty host of redeemed 
are gathered about the throne of God. 
The Apostle not only saw but also 
heard wondrous things. One revelation 
announced to him states, ““Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth; Yea, saith the Spirit, for 
they do rest from their labors and 
their works do follow them.” This 
revelation, we believe, given by the 
Spirit unto the Beloved John is espe- 
cially designed to teach that those who 
die in the Lord, as of course our Chris- 
tian dead do, are from that moment 
at rest from troublous labors and in 
a state of perfect blessedness with 
their Lord. 
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®& The Vatican upheld Franco on the 
school question by approving the final 
agreement reached between the Span- 
ish Episcopal Commission and the Min- 
istry of Education. The most signifi- 
cant victory won by the Vatican in this 
controversy is that the Spanish Min- 
istry of Education has finally agreed to 
recognize the doctrine of the Roman 
Catholic Church on the educational 
question which holds: “that all Catho- 
lics from their early childhood must 
be taught nothing that would conflict 
with the tenets and morals of their re- 
ligion and that religious and moral in- 
struction must take precedence over 
other subjects.” 

Thus, we have further proof that the 
regime of Franco, the Dictator, is 
chariot of the Vatican. 


®& Howard T. Fisher, a housing expert 
from Chicago, was sent by the United 
Nations Technical Assistance Admin- 
istration to Bogota, Colombia, to help 
twenty-six (26) experts from Latin 
American countries to develop a re- 
search program on building materials 
and construction methods. 


Why does not the United Nations 
establish a project whereby experts 
would be dispatched to the countries 
of South America to aid them to devise 
ways and means of exercising freedom 
of religion in a perfect degree?

®& According to the New York Times 
of July 22, 1952, Father J. Crowley, 
representing the Catholic Union, testi- 
fied before the Royal Commission on 
Marriage and Divorce that “he was in 
favor of divorce but only for one rea 
son—when a home was broken up be- 
yond repair.” Four other officials of 
the Catholic Union agreed with him.

>The 15th National Convention of 
he Catholic Students Mission Crusade, 
vhich was held at the University of 
Notre Dame, went on record to set up 
1 commission to visit each country 
outh of the border to form a “Catho- 
ic solidarity program” stressing the 
mutualities of ideas, beliefs, aims, 
soals, etc., of the South American bloc 
with the Roman Catholic people of the 
United States. 


Here comes the poser. Do they in- 
tend to ease up on the work of per- 
secuting Christians in South America?
